Tinaea fuscipunctella Haw. as a wood-boring insect. 
[ Abstract. | 


The larva of Tinaea fuscipunctella Haw. has recently been found boring 
into the wood-work of barns, stables, and outhouses, where the damage it 
causes bears a close superficial resemblance to that caused by the furniture 
beetle, Anobium punctatum Deg. A brief review of the previously known food 
habits of this species is also given.

The Chemistry of Pigments in the Papitionrpag, and its bearing upon 
classification. 


[ Abstract. ] 


Work has been done on the chemistry of pigments in the Lepidoptera with 
a twofold purpose. First, to determine whether the distribution of different 
pigments accords with the accepted classification reached on structural, and 
therefore entirely different, grounds; secondly, to reconsider the classification 
of different groups in the light of chemistry as well as of the more usual types 
. of evidence. 

The nature of the red and white pigments of the PapILIonIDAE in practic- 
ally all species in which these occur has now been investigated, and it has 
been found that the distribution in this family of anthoxanthins (white and 
yellow non-nitrogenous pigments derived from the food plants) and of two 
types of red pigments provides very strong, because independent, support for 
the current classificatory methods. 

The classification of the PaprttonrpAE has now been examined in the light 
of a wide range of criteria, including the chemical. The “ Polydamas Group ” 
of American Atrophaneura Reakirt (= Polydorus Swainson) must be separated 
as a distinct genus, for which the name Battus Scopoli is available. The genera 
' Chilasa Moore and Agehana Mats. should be discarded and the species included 

in them placed in Papilio. What appear to be the primitive characters of the 
family having been determined and discussed, they are now used in order to 
reconsider its systematics and phylogeny.
